El Medhi’s victory is possibly of more 
significance than at first thought might 
appear, At all events iteissomothing of 
4 spectacle for the world to witness a re- 
petition of scenes which belong to con- 
turios gone by. The appearance of this 
“falso prophet,” with the loftiest claims, 
the widespread and fanatical response to 
his call and the unsheathed sword to 
maintain tho faith, seem like a story 
woven from thosincidents of an olden 
time, E! Mehdi'é course is at once a ro- 
bellion ond a crusade, if a Christian 
word can define a Moslem event. It is a 
rebellion against the khedive which moans 
largely foreign ruleand a reyiyal of tho 
old war-cry of “Mohammed. Tt was 
thought that well-armed soldiers, lod by 
a European commander, would mako 
short work with the swarms of raggamuf- 
fins that have swollen the ranks of El 
Mehdi’s army, but Pasha Hicks has found, 
to his infinite chagrin, that to fight Araba 
along the Nilo is a pastime which takes 
on some serious variations under other 
conditions. Gen. Hicks went out to 
rosist this new party of Islam. Ho found 
himsolf in the centre of a cyclono that ut- 
terly swopt away his conscripts. At Khar- 
toum the prophet was defeated, or feigned 
defeat, it is not certain which. Pasha 
Hicks pursued vigorously, when El 
Mehdi’s force turned on him and annihil- 
ated the elated conquerors. Dispatches 
say that El Mehdi has beon formally de- 
clared a ‘false prophet" at Mecca, If 
the dispatch bo true itisdoubtful whether 
the superstitious rabble will hoed more 
the old oraclo or the new one which speaks 
immediately from heavon. Thore is a 
reading to these events that ia not very 
obscure. Tho foreign influence in Egypt 
has antagonized the slave trado, and. so 
successfully that, whilo its absolute aup- 
Pression was quite impossible, it was in a 
moasure restricted, greatly to the annoy- 
ance of the slave interests of tho uppor 
Nilo, It is this interforence with a com- 
merce, none the less lucrative because in- 
famous, which has made it difficult, if not 
imponsiblo, for a hostile army, unless or-

Of course the accommoda- 
tions vary with tho price paid, bub the 
treatment of each inmate is in accordance 
with the condition of the subject, You 
would be amazed if I should tell you tho 
names of somo of the persons who aro 
thore now. Lawyers, doctors, merchants, 
artists, and literary mon greet cach othor 
periodically, and regrot that they cannot 
onliven the occasion with a social glass,

But the power and spirit of evil has im- 
planted another nature, rather tending to 
sever that common tie, and constantly pro 
duce “breaches largely tending to adie 
many animosities, and laying to view cold 
and forced charities. There is a balmy side 
to this too common state of things, which 
be seen exemplified in the two cha 
acters so beautifully brought to our notice 
in these chapters of the 1 Sam., whivh give 
accounts of the intense friendship that was 
formed betwoon David and Jonathan 
a shepherd by occupation, the other a royal 
prince, who as we suppose would be full of 
ambition, aod jealous of any that would 
form a rival to his promiaing position. But 
that was fur from the spint aud character 
of Jonathan, As a proot of the unfortunate 
disposition common to vur nature, Solomon 
says: ‘When thou hast found a friend, 
hold him fast.” This we see realized in the 
fast friendship of the two men which we 
wish to look a little into this morning, and 
way God's holy spirit direct our thoughts, 


one 


from so'excellentan example, For not only 
are we to listen to words of haman fallibil- 
ity to have the ear gratified, but what dues 
God's w y ? what sort of friendship ex 
ists between each individual, and the great 
Invisible? This is the fundamental ques- 
tion for the Christian, Is it such that we 
can yo along in life together? ‘Dhe prophet 
asks: ‘*Can two walk together except they 
be agreed?” Let us not then lose sight of 
this, There must be a coinmon agreement, 
if we prefer a common intercourse, We 
cannot walk wih God unless agreed, 
There were in the days of king Saul con- 
stant wara between the Israelites aud the 
Philistines, aud you remember well the 
narrative of Dayid going forth to meet thei 
champion, the uncirenmeised 
when, after a short contest, he returns to 
the Israelites’ camp, victorions.

Works give employment to about forty 
hands, most of whom were brought from 
Sheffield, Eng., snd more are expected 
soon, The works are now devoted ‘to 
the manufacture of table knives and forks, 


It is a common thing to speak of the 
old aristocratic system of England and 
other old monarchul countries as produc- 
ing a system of large land owners and 
very wealthy persofis such as would never 
|bo found in connection with a republic. 
As amatter of fact this idea turns out to 
bo u very great mistake. Under the old 
land system the monopoly may remain 
much longer in favored families; but 
single individuals cannot and do not grow 
wealthy nearly as quick. One principal 
roason for all this may be that in an old 
country there are fewer persons of a fair 
amount of means to be floeced, and con- 
sequently the fleecing cannot be nearly #0 
profitable. In the United States, just 
now, the number of millionaires grows 
wonderfully and thosnillionairesareamass- 
ing such wealth as the old world never 
heard of, Of course the proportionate 
naniber of really poor increases as well. 
A careful observer says that if the entire 
wealth of & country ‘should be equally 
diyided among the whole of the people 
this year in ten years time some would bo 
agood doal richer and many others a good 
deal poorer because of such a distribution, 
The observation is no doubt correct.

MAIL AND SNOW BLOCKADES. 


Siit——Is it not passing strange that no 
provision in any way is made for furnishing 
wa with the mail? ‘Snow blockades the 
track, and the cara can't get through,” 
is the reply to my question, Woe all know 
thore have been snow-storins, and wo know, 
on woll, that when the mail used to be 
bronght by stage there wax no going three 
or four days withoutit, And now stagon 
rao almost daily, and teams pass to and fro 
to the city overy day, so if an effort were 
made by the proper authorities a mail 
could be got through dally, Besides, when 
we wont four days without our mail, trains 
passed up and down, Why could not the 
mail be sent with other than the mail train 
ina case of omorgoncy?

A. Wylie, of West- 
wood, who was in the same seat with his 
brother, B. M. Wylie. ‘The latter, as he 
felt tho car going, jumped into the aisle and 
grasped a seat rail on cach side, hoping to 
Healy himaclé. Willlam was next. to the 
window, and thinks he caught the seat in 
front, but caxnot remember distinctly. 
Tho two together were pitched over’ os the 
car landed in the snow, the latter's right 
foot going through a seat-end on the other 
sido, and his body being thrown over the 
seat. On the car resting, he extricated 
himself, feeling little pain until he at- 
tempted: to walk out, when his right leg 
doubled up, and he then for the first time 
became aware thut it was all shattered from 
the knee down, ‘The other injuries to per- 
sons, so far as learned, are as follows:

Dr. Faulkner, U, Wright, and several 
others from this section, were on board, but 
escaped with slight knocks, The agent of 
D. M. Ferry & Co., seedsmen, of Detroit, 
had his coat badly torn, and, it is reported, 
was proviiet with anew one at Belleville 
by the railway company. 

On hearing of the accident, Mr, Ferguson 
at once hitched up, with a large sleigh and 
a plentiful supply of robes and blankets, 
and started for the scene, arriving after all 
had left for the village except the two W. 
lies. The injured man was at once Bron 
the Stirling house, whero the well-known 
kind-heartedness of Mr. Bennett and his 
fomily Was, a5 usual, exercised in the in- 
terest of the sufferer, and he was made as 
comfortable as possible, his brother remain- 
ing with him. Mrs. Wylie was telegraphed 
to, and arrived by team on Sunday to nurse 
her husband. Thieis a peculiarly unfortun: 
ate case, William, who is a shoemaker, 
doing busines# at Westwood, had his shop 
destroyed by fire on the 4th inst, ‘Though 
he supposed he was insured for $500, it is 
doubtful if he will receive it, owing to the 
lax manner in which the business was done,

ANOTHER ACCIDENT, 

This same train, on its return 
passing Rosebush’s, about 2 o'clock Sunday 
morning, was the cause and nearly the 
victim of another accident, Alex. Jones, 
of Marmora, well known as a character 
much given to drink, was returning from 
Belleville in his usual state of intoxicated 
befuddloment, and at Rosebush’s drove his 
team along the trrok instead of keeping to 
the road, Of course his team soon fell into 
the cattle-guard, where they helplessly 
floundered in the snow, Jones had one of 
them out, aud was trying to yet the other 
out, being partly sobered up, when the 
train referred to came thundering along in 
the darkness, running over the remaining 
horse, killing and cutting it pretty well to 
pieces, atnashing the sleigh, and scatteri 
wicels in all directions. ‘Che passenger 
on the train were pretty well frightened at 
the concussion, the memory of the morning 
smash-up still being fresh, ‘This was the 
second mishap for this train in its round 
trip between Peterborough and Belleville,
